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Fairfield To Extend School 
Facilities; Will Add Third 
Kindergarten Class In Fall 


Members of the Fairfield Area 
Merged School District, first in 
the county to meet since the state 
board of education announced a 
single, school system for Adams 
County, Monday evening discussed 
the decision at length and de-' 
bated the possibility of appealing 
the order to permit the release 
of McSherrystown and Conewago 
Twp. to York County. 
However, it was pointed out, 
“an appeal at this level cannot 
be financed by taxpayer funds,” 
and the board agreed that ‘‘prob­ 
ably nothing can be done about 
it.” 
Members were of the opinion, 
though, that they should make 
every effort to “improve our 
facilities to the full extent of 
die budget” over the next year. 
URGES IMPROVEMENTS 
Dr. Curvin C. Smith, supervis­ 
ing principal, said that such im­ 
provements 
could 
not 
include 
building projects, but, he pointed 
out, other facilities can be added 
to give “our students and the 
community” 
the advantage of 
better education prior to the 
July, 1966, establishment of the 
reorganization plan. 
One (rf the decisions in the field 
of “improved facilities” was the 
approval of enlarging the Fair­ 
field kindergarten program by a 
third section and hiring an addi­ 
tional teacher. Dr. Smith said 
that at present about 80 pre­ 
school children are enrolled in 
the program. He said that the 
school currently has facilities to 
accommodate about 90 pupils, 
with 
the 
addition of another 
teacher. The board authorized the 
addition of the htird session for 
the 1965-66 term. 
The board discussed the possi­ 
bility of accepting tuition pupils 
from neighboring districts in the 
kindergarten program and agreed 
that if accommodations are avail­ 
able after all resident pupils are 
accepted the tuition plan could 
become effective in September. 
REPORTS ON TRAINING ACT 
Dr. Smith told the board that 
the Economic Opportunity Act 
program which he submitted sev­ 
eral months ago to the federal 
government “is practically 
as­ 
sured,” and said that he is hope­ 
ful that by the April meeting it 
will be under way at the Fair­ 
field school. He said that it will 
mean about $15,000 for the dis­ 
trict in materials and training. 
He also said that because the 
program has been delayed, he ex­ 
pects that the local plan can be 
extended to provide employment 
and training for local students 
throughout the summer, with the 
exception of the early July pe*

— A street demonstration was 
broken up by mounted deputies 
and patrolmen armed with shot­ 
guns Monday night after the 
demonstrators started throwing 
rocks, bricks and bottles. 
There was no indication from 
anyone involved as to what pro­ 
voked the incident.

nounced it was pulling some of 
its force out of Selma and bring­ 
ing it to Montgomery. 
CALL FOR STUDENT! 
The civil rights group said it 
was asking those college stu­ 
dents from throughout the na­ 
tion who were heading for Sel­ 
ma to come to Montgomery in­ 
stead. A Negro leader at Selma 
backed up the SNCC report. 
A group of about 150 demon­ 
strators gathered Monday night 
51 near the Ben Moore Hotel in a 


Negro section of Montgomery. 
Police laid they were blocking 
traffic as they stood in the mid­ 
dle of the street singing the 
freedom songs of the civil righto 
movement. 
About a half hour later the 
rocks and bottle started flying 
and mounted possemen, armed 
with billy clubs, rode slowly into 
the group. The Negroes, shout­ 
ing es they scattered, faded into 
the neighborhood, running be­ 
hind buildings and into open 
doorways. 
There was a report that the 
action was taken to permit an 
ambulance to get through the 
blocked street, one of the busi­ 
est in the Negro section.

Ute was launched March 9. has 
a circular orbit at 502 mites and 
passes a given point on earth 
each 103.5 minutes. The satellite 
has retransmission facilities, is 
designed to pick up an amateur 
broadcast as it passes, then trans­ 
mit the message to another spot 
on the earth. Cost of and con­ 
struction of the satellite is borne 
by the radio amateurs. Hie sate! 
lites were then given to the space 
agency for launching at such 
time as the space agency might 
have a rocket for other pur­

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VOTING RIGHTS 
BILL SEEKS TO 
END PREJUDICE 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 
dent Johnson sends to Congress 
this week legislative proposals 
aimed at ending racial discrim­ 
ination against prospective vot­ 
ers. 
What will the laws accom­ 
plish, if enacted, and how will 
they work? 
While the details still are 
being worked out by the admin­ 
istration, here are some an­ 
swers — based on briefings by 
top administration officials — to 
the broad question that may be 
raised: 
Q. What ie the objective of the 
voting rights bill? 
A. To strike down what the 
administration feels are artifi 
dal barriers used by white off! 
dais to discriminate against 
Negroes seeking to exercise 
their voting rights at any level 
— federal, state or local. 
WOULD ELIMINATI TESTI 
Q. How will it accomplish that 
objective? 
A. By doing away with all 
tests that have been used to dis 
criminate and limiting voting 
eligibility requirements to a 
simple few:

Further­ 
more, the bill will provide for 
federal officials to register cit* 
teens — and take their vote, if 
need be — if state or local offi­ 
cials continue to discriminate.

A. A l a b a m a , Mississippi, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Virgin­ 
ia, Louisiana and Alaska.

STATE TOMATO 
CROP DROPPED 
TO 5-YR. LOW 


Both Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey growers marketed fewer 
tomatoes in 1964 than in 1963, with 
the Keystone State shipping Ha 
lowest volume in at least five 
years, according to the annual re­ 
port of the Federal-State Market 
News Sendee. 
John P. Copus, market news 
representative cf the US. De­ 
partment of Agriculture’s Con­ 
sumer and Marketing Service, 
said that carlot shipments from 
Pennsylvania dropped seven per­ 
cent from 632 in 1963 to 586 last 
year. New Jersey carlot! were 
down from 962 to 939 in 1964 — 
a decline of only 2% percent. 
Widespread irrigation to offset un­ 
usually dry weather helped New 
Jersey to hold volume dose to 
the 1963 level. The important 
Scranton-Berwick area of Penn­ 
sylvania was particularly hard hit 
by dry weatha* conditions and 
early fruits. 
CITY MARKETS DOWN 
Most of Pennsylvania’s crop 
went to New York, Philadelphia 
and Pittsburgh. New York City, 
major recipient of Pennsylvania’s 
tomatoes, took 37 more carlot! 
last year than in 1963. However, 
shipments declined sharply in 
Philadelphia and Pittsburgh, from 
a combined total of 251 carlot! in 
1963 to only 144 in 1964. The to­ 
tals were 279 for New York, 66 
for Philadelphia and 78 for Pitts­ 
burgh. 
More than 90 percent of New 
Jersey tomatoes were shipped to 
New York and Philadelphia. Phila­ 
delphia absorbed 459 cariole last 
year, up eight carlot! from 1963, 
while New York City took 404, 
down 24 from the previous year. 
Even though Pennsylvania ship­ 
ments were considerably lower 
than the New Jersey volume, Key­ 
stone State shippers had a much 
wider distribution with sales in 
southern markets holding up or 
being heavier than at any time 
in the past five years, except 
1962. 


During the main marketing pe­ 
riod of July through September, 
the Garden State ranked second, 
again behind California in the 
number of shipments. Pennsylva­ 
nia held its position as fifth rank­ 
ing state, with Ohio and Virginia 
in third and fourth place, respec­ 
tively.

Surge Upward 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Agriculture 
Department says 
last year’s Soviet farm produc­ 
tion surged upward from the 
1963 level which forced the So­ 
viets to import food grain from 
the United States and Canada.

ACID DRAINAGE 
FROM COAL PITS 
RUINS STREAMS 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Acid 
drainage from mines and the 
problem of floods pose difficul 
ties for the future of the Appt 
lachia region, government wa 
ter specialists said today. 
“ In Pennsylvania, West Vir­ 
ginia, Kentucky, and elsewhere 
in Appalachia, acid mine drain 
age is contaminating streams 
and rendering them inadequate 
for general use," said William 
J. Schneider, a geological sur­ 
vey hydrologist. 
Schneider and hit associates 
have just completed an 11-page 
report on water resources of the 
Appalachian region. 
CHEMICAL REACTION 
In their summary of ack 
mine drainage, the authors said 
the condition exists in areas 
where coal has been left ex 
posed through mining. The ex 
posure triggers a chemical re 
action forming sulphuric acid. 
“ Geological s u r v e y data 
shows that the Monongahela 
River, draining parts of West 
Virginia 
and 
Pennsylvania 
empties over 200,000 tons of sui 
phuric acid into the Ohio River 
each year," Schneider said. 
The survey team alaso report­ 
ed that floods are a particular 
problem in the region as more 
than six million acres of low 
lands are flooded on an average 
of at least once every IO years 
The hydrologists expressed be­ 
lief that further development oi 
Appalachia may aggravate flooc 
problems and increase flooc 
damage unless measures are 
taken to regulate stream flow.

PEACE FOR VIET NAM 
North And South Should Negotiate 
President's Policies Must Be Supported 


NOW COMBS BORTH a mem­ 
ber of tile new South Viet Nam 
cabinet with the idea his gov­ 
ernment and that of North Viet 
Nam should negotiate a peace. 
This could be a good omen. 
The best peace is when both 
the principal combatants be­ 
come thoroughly war weary 
and voluntarily come to an 
agreement acceptable to both. 
Such a peace is normally of 
long duration. 
When powerful outsiders, or 
an agency such as the U.N., 
comes in and forces a compro­ 
mise that is unacceptable to ei­ 
ther side, the result is no more 
Blan an armed truce, laden 
with dynamic distrust 
That is the big trouble in 
Korea today. Such peace as ex­ 
ists is not between the North 
and South Koreans. It is a 
compromise 
within 
agencies 
and among powers foreign to 
Korea. 


A COMPLBTI lack of war 
weariness north and south in 
Viet Nam has been one of the 
discouraging factors. 
Red 
propaganda 
against 
American policies there has 
made some headway with the 
theme that our nonmilitary aids 
to South Vie! Nam have made 
the nation so prosperous there 
is a national, vested interest in 
keeping America as deeply in­ 
volved as possible for as long 
as possible. 
South Vietnamese production 
of rice and rubber, thanks to 
American aid, is the highest in 
history. Both are large export 
items. 
The 
milUon-and-a-half 
dollars per day America pours 
into the country as military sup­ 
port and in American payrolls 
creates a war prosperity. 
To a selfish businessman in 
Saigon, it might well appear to 
bo worth die Viet Cong rural 
raids. Their casualty rates are 
hardly higher, on a per capita 
beds then the highway daeth 
end injury ratios in tbs United 
States.

Q, I will be 06 in June. I still 
work and earn about $2,400 a 
year. I am married and have 
two small children. I could not 
afford to quit to get my social 
security payments. What good 
would it do for me to come to 
see you? 
A. You might find that you and 
your family could get some 
monthly checks even though you 
are still working. It pays to find 
out the facts ahead of time. 
Q. What should a person dose 
to age 62 do to protect his social 
security rights? 
A. Get kl touch with a social 
security office or representative 
to find out under what circum­ 
stances benefits may be paid. A 
person can qualify for reduced 
benefits at ago 62, and may re­ 
ceive benefits under certain cir­ 
cumstances. A person age 62 
should know when benefits may 
be paid so that he can claim 
them if due. 
Q. I am now past 65, but when 
I checked on my social security 
a few years ago I was told I had 
not worked long enough to be 
eligible for cash benefits. Have 
there been any changes in the 
social security law that may 
change my eligibility status? 
A. Everyone over 66 should 
check on his social security ac­ 
count. Several changes in the so­ 
cial security laws since 1960 have 
reduced the amount of work re­ 
quired to be eligible for benefits. 
More than 85 percent of the 
people 65 or over can now qualify 
for monthly benefits. If you are 
65 or older, check your social 
security office. You may be in 
for a pleasant surprise. 


NEW BILLS 
ARE OFFERED 


HARRISBURG (AP) — T h e 
Scranton Administration is set­ 
ting out to increase benefits in 
the state’s workmen's compen­ 
sation and occupational disease 
programs. 
A two-bill package was intro­ 
duced in the Senate Monday 
with Republican sponsorship. 
Both measures would increase 
weekly maximum payments for 
all forms of disability by $2.50. 
Both also would increase med­ 
ical and surgical benefits from 
$450 to $750 over a 12 month pe­ 
riod. 
OTHER MEASURES 
The occupational disease pro­ 
posal also would extend from 
four to eight years the time in 
which a person may file for a 
disability claim. 
Other bills introduced would:

PREDICTS BARRAGE 
House Democrats then amend­ 
ed an important education bill 
to include the school bus pro­ 
posal, forcing the Senate to 
make a public stand. The plan 
was defeated. 
Mullen said that if the school 
bus bill, which has Gov. Scran 
ton’s endorsement, is defeated 
the Republican party will have 
“to bear the brunt of it all.” 
Mullen said proponents of the 
plan will barrage the Senate 
with letters if no action is taken 
by the Senate Education Com 
mittee after it completes public 
hearings next month.
